BURIED CITIES OF ARIZONA,

Ralus of & Clvitisation Sald to Antedate
the Pyrnmids,

The Hemenway expedition, wider the die
rection of Frank Cushing, has ben at work
for soveral months and has excavated the

; ruins of a city three miles long und two miles
wide. The excavations are not continuom,
| but have been made at various points along
the main street and at the limits of the town,
the extent of which fs clsarly ‘established.
| Mr. Cushing acquired from the Zund
Indians, amoug whown be has lived for
|®ne  years, the knowledge of customs
and traditions  whioch enubled  bim to
| flud the burisd cities of the Sait River val-
{ley. The first one excavated fx called Los
| Muertos, the city of the dead. Others that
| have beou partinlly explored are El Pueblo
de los Hornas, the city of ovens; El Cludad
do los Pueblitos and El Pusblo de los Pledras,
| But thess nrv only n part of the ohain of
cities that once covered the desort. There
are nincteen buried citios in the Salt River
valley alone, and Los Muertos, which had &
| population of at least 10,000, is one of the
| ¥mallest. The entire valley was once a y»
| tem of eftios with adjncent farms, and up in
[ the mountains are sacrificinl caves and
| E::h. of stone, many of which uover have
explored and are entirely unknown tor

| [:lumenm and skelotons, One of the ruined
| buildings measures 400 by 875 foot, another
| Is 480 feot long, and many of the bulldings
| are 800 feet mquare. The adobe walls ara
sometimes seven feet thick and two storios
high, Connected with each bullding is o
pyral mound, around the base of which are
| the funeral urns containing the ashes of cre-
| mated Toltees. Entrance to the bulldings
| Wero sometimes through doorways and SOl
| times through holes In the roofs. Each
building was divided intoa groat number
